lias KusBift^oeu playing a game of 
bluff ? Are the immense warlike prepara- 
tions she has made for many mouths en- 
titled to no other significance than at- 
taches to the bluster of. a braggart? Does 
the concentration ot vast armies ou the 
northern frontier of Turkey moan nothing 
more than a pnS of wind? European 
statecraft is puzzled by the conduct of 
the Muscovitp. So'rvia was egged on to a 
ruinous contest with Turkey by Russian 
agents- llussiuu Generals and Itussian 
volunteers took a leading part in the 
struggle, and no end of what Kossuth 
used t:> term "material aid" was poured 
out ,with liberal hand by tho Itussian 
people to advance Servia's cause. But 
when tho tido of battlo turned against tho 
Servians, llussian aid suddenly ceased. 
Three weeks ago tho situation was gloomy 
enough. Evoryono anticipated a long war 
that would involve all Europo and seri- 
ously threaten tho integrity of the Otto- 
man Empire. With tho meeting of tho 
European Conference at Constantinople 
tho news has assumed a moro hopeful 
tone. The Rusoinn Ambassador has used 
conciliatory language, and a proposition 
to allow Belgium or Switzerland to occu- 
py the province of Bulgaria, where fright- 
ful atrocities were perpetrated by Bashin 
Bazoiiks last summer, has met with somo 
favor. The Russian prime minister has 
surprisod all Europe by asserting that 
what Russia.demands is an assurance that 
reforms will bo inaugurated in Turkish 
provinces where tho Christian population 
predominates. Turkey appears disposed 
to grant reforms; but hesitates, kuowiug 
well that the more liberal the form of 
Government provided for the Christians 
tho lighter will be her authority over them 
in tho future. Russia's changed attitude 
is attributed less to tho sturdy policy of 
Great Britain than to the inexplicable 
policy of Gormany, which has baffled 
conjecture. That Germany will not as- 
sist in the partition of Turkey is well 
understood; hut she may have spoken tho 
one word needful that has induced Rus- 
sia to pause on the very brink of a preci- 
pice and reduce her demands for territor 
lalaggraudizementto one for government- 
al reform.

Political Meeting at Lillooet. 

A meeting of tho electors of Lillooot 
Polling Division was convened at Lillooet 
by Messrs. Brown and Morrison, M. P. Ps., 
of tho district on tho ovoning of Deo. 'Jth 
to explain what they bad already 
done as their representatives in tlio local 
parliament; what they intended to do; and 
to ascertain tho views of their constituents 
as to what they should do during the next 
session. The meeting was held in Mr. 
Thomas Spollman's elegant billiard room. 
Tho chair was taken at 8 o'olooit, and Mr. 
Brown as senior mornber was called on to 
speak. 

Mr. Brown said ho was exceedingly 
happy to meet ho many of the electors, 
numbering, ho judged, at least sixty; a 
number to him quite unexpected as the 
notice of the meeting was from an un- 
avoidable causo very abort. But when 
he callod to memory the more than over- 
age intelligence of his constituents, tlia 
groat interest they took in tho destinies of 
this fair Province, he would say that ho 
was greatly surprised at the largo turn 
out. He would speak but briefly on tho 
part takon by him during the last session 
in advocating tho requirements of this 
District particularly, and of tho Provinoo 
generally, as that part they already know 
from tho able reports of Parliamentary 
proceedings given in tho Standard and 
Colonist, llo explained tho retirement 
of tho Walkem Ministry and thepolioy,of 
their sueeeessors In office; the withdrawal 
of Hon. Thomas Humphreys from tho 
latter formation, and ho believed that that 
gentleman had not fair play. As for the 
Carnarvon Terms, or any other terms, ho 
would support them if thny benefited tho 
Mainland equally with Vancouver Island, 
providing they mot tho approbation of 
tho ele. tors. Ho was decidedly in favor 
of submitting any change of terms in tho 
construction of tne C. P. Railway that 
may be proposed by tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment to tho people beforo definite ac- 
tum should be taken oil such change in 
the Provincial Parliament. Ho entered 
minutely into the various grants made 
for public works in tho District last ses 
sion. Was sorry that the authorities in 
Victoria hud neglected to have a thorough 
survey of the Howe Sound Trail made 
early in the summer: had at different 
times urged thenj to proceed with tho 
work of survey: but they truated his soli- 
citations, if hot with contempt, at least 
with the greatest neglect. Instead of 
acting us if they meant business in this 
matter, it appeared to him us if they 
wanted tu pull the wool over your eyes, 
delay tho survey till it whs too lute to in- 
vito tenders so as to have it completed as 
speedily as possible) and finally bilk it 

altogether EloquPtltly and well did ho 

speak on other topics relating to tho whole 
Province as well as to the Districts. 

His statement regarding tho bilking 
propensities of the Ministry created a 
profound sensation, for that trail to us is 
of vastly more importance than tho Car- 
narvon Terms or the construction of tho 
C. P. R. iu 1870. 

Mr. Morrison said that he and his col- 
league might have differed in minor mat- 
ters, but when it came to tho real business 
of this District and the Province general- 
ly thoy are as closely united as tho peo- 
ple of this Province are in their love for 
it, though said to be by the Han. Mr. 
Blake but a sea of mountains. The Howo 
Sound Trail was to him not a new-born 
idea, not a sudden inspiration to gain tho 
favor of the electors, but an honest con- 
viction since 1801-2 of lt-i vast import- 
ance. It is essential not only to tho 
very existence of the people in the lower 
part of the District, but also to tho pros- 
parity and well-being of ttiose living in 
the upper portion of it. Ho was in favor 
of its immediate COUStrUcti in, and though 
differing in this respect with his respect- 
ed pqlloague, ho believed that the Gov- 
ernment honestly intended to build it, if 
found feasible; aud iu fuel no Govern 
meat could stand, that would attempt to 
bilk it. Ho knew from positive informa- 
tion that the inhabitants of Victoria were 
anxious to havo it built, as they now un- 
derstood that cattle, cereals and vegeta- 
bles could be more cheaply gi-'en to their 
markets from this part than from Wash 
ingtqn Territory or from Oregon, and 
with far moro benefit to tho country. At 
present stockraisors and hucksters came 
across the linos, sold their wares, pocket- 
ed small bags of gold dust from six to 
eight inches long, conged to their ous 
tojners, and mentally mid, gentlemen, if 
you wero verted in the commonest rules 
of political economy, you would strive for 
an outlet for your own farmers to your 
market, and keep your dust tu enrich 
them and yourselves. Me would reiterate 
that this country, having an access to 
market, could supply tho wants of the 
whole coast population more cheaply than 
from across the border. He called the 
attention of his hearers to the School Act 
of last session; believed that the clause 
relating to the school age of pupils, which 
provides that that ago shall be Irom to 
15, is detrimental to some of tho school 
districts of the Province as it is impossi- 
ble to keep up the average number re- 
quired by law, and hence tho schools in 
such districts would be closed, and new 
ouos cannot bo oponod where they uro 
much needed. Clause 1 of tho School 
Act ot 1872 which in roferenoo to school 
age enacts that it shall be from 5 to 10, is 
preferable, at least that is lqs upjiuuu. 
He also considered Uni,t tho functions of 
school trustees wore too contractu.!, and 
that similar corporate powers should bo 
granted them us I hose possessed by school 
trustees in Ontario and elsewhere. 

His views rogardiug school ago and 
trustee powers were fully endorsed by 
tho meeting, 

Jn answer to a question about Carnnr 
von Terms, he was like his colleague in 
favor of submitting any ohauge of toruiH 
in Railway construction that may hero- 
after be proposed by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to tho people bofore action bo 
takou on it in tho Ho.uso. With other 
suhjects of less importance, at least to ur, 
ho closed a long and tyblo speech. 

As it was the wish of the members to 
hear what their constituents, had to say, 
Mr. Cornelius O'llalloran expressed him- 
self iu some well-known remarks on sev- 
eral Biibjocts, but ipqro particularly on 
the necessity of tho Huwu Sound trail, 

Mr. Richard Hoey spoke of tho great 
difficulty he had tins summer in getting 
his cattle to market, which for want of a 
trail to tho ooast wan Cimsiar. Ho had in 
conjunction with thoso who took cattlo to 
the same market at tho same time to cut 
a trail for many miles at great oxponso 
and delay which made thoir profits small. 
Was satisfied if the trail to tho coast was 
built, tho markets of Burrard inlet, Vic- 
toria, Westminslor, and Nanuimo could 
lio supplied by the farmers in this upper 
country. Considered that a trail should 
bo made between tho forks of the Skoona 
and Stiekcon, that it would ovorcomo th»

difficulties of the old trail, shorten tho 
time of driving to Cassiar, lessen tho 
prico of beef and edibles generally to tho 
Cassiar miner, and that cattle on it would 
find abundance of feed. Was informed 
that Mr. W. Woodcock said that it could 
bo made at no great expense to tho Gov- 
ornmont, and that ho was propared to 
make it at a reasonable figure. As Cassiar 
is not represented ho desired tho mem- 
bers of this District te bring tho subject 
before the lfonso. 

Mr. James Crozier, Mr. W. Chad wick 
and others expressed their views ou mat- 
ters and things in a way that did credit to 
thoir oratorical powers. A number of 
resolutions was passed, and copies givon 
to thu members at thoir request, and 
they will no dcubt mako thorn heard in 
their proper place. But Howo Sound 
Trail first and last, in season aud out of 
sonson, our members are oarnostly re- 
quested to advocate, and to support no 
Government that is riot prepared to grap- 
plo with it.
